REFORMERS’ TALK 15 DEAR. 


Public Pays Heavily for Printing 
School Trustees’ Speeches. 


COST OF POST REPORT $852. 


Dr. Chvatal Shows How the Radicals 
Are Wasting Money. 


“Reformers are a fuxury.”” This was the 
conclusion réached by Dr. James F. Chvatal, 
school trustee, yesterday after he had spent 
an hour over the ledgers of the auditor of the 
school board and footed up the cost of the 
“talkfests’’ that the members of Mayor 
Dunne’s uplift school board have held since 
their appointment last July. 

After he had delved into stacks of books 
several feet high Dr. Chvatal put down the 
extra cost to taxpayers for the speechmaking 
and essay writing by the uplift members of 
the board at $1,603. This for the last six 
months. 

“The sum that has been spent by the board 
for the printing and circulating of the re- 
ports, essays, and speeches of board members 
since last July,’’ said Dr. Chvatal, “ would 
have paid the year's salaries, of three new 
teachers. 


‘‘Reform” Talk Is Expensive. 
“The expense of those talkfests is an im- 
position upon the public. The increase in 
the board of district superintendents to ten 
members means the expenditure of $28,000 
more a year, and Supt. Cooley himself said 
he could supervise the whole school system 


of the county favors the discharge of sewage 
into the Desplaines river, a tributary of the 
Mississippi, through two depressions in the 
divide which separates that river from Lake 
Michigan. 

Easy to Divert Calumet River. 

“The slope on the lake side of the divide 
is drained by two streams, the Chicago river 
and the Calumet river, tnto which the sew- 
ers of the city empty. By a cut through the 
northerly depression the flow of the Chi- 
cago river has been reversed and diverted 
into the Desplaines river, instead of into 
Lake Michigan, and by a cut through the 
southerly depression the same process can 
be applied to the Calumet river. 

“To. make this reversal effective the chan- 
nels must be large enough to taKe.all the 
water which fells upon the respective drain- 
age areas during the most violent ‘rain- 


= 


storms. This amount is estimated at 10,000 
cubic feet per second for Chicago fiver, and 
15,700 cubic feet per second for the Calu- 
met river. 

“In 1889 the plan of diverting the Chi- 
cago river into the valley of the Desplaines 
wae definitely adopted, and the Chicago 
drainage canal was undertaken. It was de- 
signed to carry 10,000 cubic feet of water 
per second. Though not entirely completed, 
it has been in use since January, 1900. The 
amount expended upon canal and accessory 
work is about $41,000.00. 


Predicts 6,000,000 Population. 

“ The Illinols law which authorized a canal 
required a flow of 333 cubic feet per sec- 
ond for each 100,000 of population in order 
to render the sewage inoffensive. . This 
amount ef dilution is probably not exces- 
sive. It igs reasonable to expect a popula- 
tion in a future not remote of 5,000,000 or 
6,000,000 or more, involving the diversion by 
this standard of some 20,000 cubic feet per 
second. The Chicago river with its 10,000 
cubie feet provides for a population of 3,- 
000,000. The present populetion of the city 
is about 2,000,000. 

“It ig now proposed to apply to the Calu- 


with six district superintendents.” 

Figures showed that the entire report of 
the year’s proceedings of the board of edu- 
cation from July 1, 1905, to July 1, 1906, con- 
tained only 984 pages, but since July 1 of 
last year, when Mayor Dunne’s appointees 
took their seats, 705 pages have been used 
to print the proceedings of the board.

To date this year, with less than 
half the year gone, the publication of the 
proceedings has cost $2,116. 


Post Report a Heavy Burden. 


In addition to this it was pointed out by Dr. 
Chvatal that a large number of copies of the 
Post report were printed for free distribution 
at public expense and clerks and stenogra- 
phers were hired at additional expense to 
collect the data contained in the report. It 
is estimated that the total cost of the Post re- 
port was $852." The printing of the board’s. 
proceedings since last July has cost $951 more 
than Was paid for the printing of the regular 
proceedings during: the same period last 


said Dr. Chyatal, “‘ will be to have the report 
of the De Bey committee on the organization 
of advisory councils of teachers printed ‘in 
full and distributed.’”’ 


Sample of the Matter Printed. 

Dr. Chvatal submitted the following exam- 
ple of what the public would’ be compelled 
to pay for printing if this should be done. 
It is a mild extract from the Cornelia De Bey 
report—about a dollar's worth: 

And inasmuch as teachers are neither soulless ma- 
chines to be despotically manipulated by master 
hands, nor soldiers with no other function than un- 
questioning obedience, nor mechanical producers 
of the inanimate commodities of the factory, but 
are the personal guardians and guides of the chil- 
dren they teach, and come into more intimate re- 
lations with these wards of the public school than 
any one else in the system, their hearty and intelli- 
gent cobperation in promoting the educational 
policies of the board fs not to be secured by methods 
of management which are, or seem to them to be, 


despotic. If they feel the weight of despotic hands, 


the less assertive among them wtll cringe in their | 


official intercourse with superiors in authority and 
be despotic in turn in their official intercourse with 
subordinates. Thus perpetuating itself, the des- 
potic or decree promuigating policy must inevita- 
bly react upon the pupils, tending to turn some of 
them into little learning machines and others into 
little rebels, instead of making eager students of 
them all. 

“The trouble is,” said Dr. Chvatal, “ the 
board members think the proceedings are 
magazines in which they any publish their 


literary efforts.” 


BUZZING. IN PETTUS’ DESK. 


Mysterious Sound Which Causes Still 
Hunt in Senate Due to Alabama 
Man’s Ear Equipment. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—Much annoy- 
ance was caused in the United States senate 
yesterday by & buzzing sound, which kept 
the engineers at the capitol on a still hunt 
all day. A page finally decided that it wae 
emerging from Senator Pettus’ desk. A 
search showed that a new device which the 
Alabama senator has to enable him to hear 
the proceedings of the senate was the cause of 
the disturbance. The senator's ear equip- 
ment resembles the headgear worn by tele- 
phone girls, and is connected with a small 
storage battery which fastens under the 
coat. Im laying the apparatus away in his 
desk Senator Pettus placed the ear piece and 
the battery in contact, and the result was the

JUDGE HITS BACK AT CRITICS. 


‘*‘Executive’’ Censure of Jurists 
Who Hew Close Denounced. 


ROOSEVELT ONE TARGET, 


Senior Member of U. S. Cireuit Court of 
Appeals Also Roasts Senators. 


New York, Jan. 10.—§Special.]—" Ex- 
ecutive ’"’ censure of federal judges who 
‘‘ hew close to the Kine in their judicial @uty ” 
was denounced tonight by Judge William J. 
Wallace in a speech apparently aimed at 
President Roosevelt. 

Judge Wallace was the principal speaker 
at a banquet to Judge Edward B. Thomas 
and Judge Thomas I. Chatfield. 

After praising Judge Thomas, who was re- 
cently elected to the Supreme court, Kings 
county, for his fearlessness, Judge Wallace 
proceeded to comment severely on those who 
criticise judges. 


Champions Western Judges. 

‘Only a day or two ago,” he said, “I read 
in some newspapers an article from Washing- 
ton, in which some federal judges, sitting in 
western states, were severely criticised be- 
cause they had the temerity to declare uncon- 
stitutional a certain act of congress relating 
to labor. They were criticised as.incampe- 
tent, as having been the selection ofa wanton 
caprice, and as owing their appointments to 
political friends. 

“These critics ask, gentlemen, who are 
these judges, that they should put their opin- 
ions against those of constitutional lawyers 
of the United States senate? And I ask you, 
in return, who are these critics that they 
should flaunt their opinions against those of 
judges who have devoted years, many many 
years, to the study of the problems before 


them? 
Constitutional Senators? Bah! 


“Constitutional senators! Bah! I never 
knew one who knew anything else than that 
name implies. In fact, I never knew one of 
them that ever knew any real law. With a 
few exceptions, I may say, whom can we find 
among constitutional senators or lawyers 
who would dare to oppose 4 labor measure 
or any measure strongly supported by labor 
unione?

The Union Traction ordinance was pre- 
sented to the committee, but was not dis- 
cussed..

TRACTION DISH AT DINNER. 


Public . Opinion Club Hears Attorney 
Tone and Ald. Dever Express Op- 
posing Opinions on Subject. 


The traction question was the last course 
at the biweekly dinner of the Public Opinion 
club, in the Washington restaurant, last 
night. It was served by D. K. Tone and 
Ald. William E: Dever, while the accom- 
panying side dishes were handied by Louis 
F. Post and other leaders of the club. 
According to Mr. Tone, there is nothing 
good about the traction ordinance but the 
cover. He declared the value of the com- 
panies’ properties is nearer $25,000,000 than 
$50,000,000, and that in twenty years the 
price which will be demanded will be $125,- 
000,000, whereas the actual value will be 
even less than today. Hisfinal objection was 
that the 55 per cent net receipts amounts to 
nothing, and wil yield the city even less. 
Ald. Dever, after saying that he was in 
favor of municipal ownership, said that in 
putting the theory in operation it would be 
necessary to use common sense anda reason- 
abie amount of honesty. He said: 

** While some of us might like to see imme- 
diate municipal operation of street cars, this 
is not possible. The only thing remaining 
is the ordinance which has been drawn. ‘This 
may not be just what we want, but it rep- 
resents the best possible concessions which 
the mayor and his special counsel, Mr. Fisher, 
have been able to get from the companies. If 
we don’t accept them we’ll have to fight them, 
and, while I am not afraid to do that, I real- 
ize it would be a tremendous task, and l am 
not anxious for it.”

favor of immediate settlement of the trac- 
tion question was reached yesterday when 
returns in Tum TRIBUNE traction referendum 
were received from Charles A. Stevens & 
Bros.’ State street store. 

It was the most overwhelming majority in 
support of immediate better street car serv- 
ice that has been given since the beginning 
of the referendum a week ago. 

The highest previous ratio recorded in favor 
of immediate settlement was 15.to 1, . but 
the result yesterday apparently showed that 
sentiment against Mayor Dunne’s scheme of 
delay is going up by leaps and bounds. Two 
hundred and twenty persons voted for im- 
mediate settlement and only eight for delay. 


Bank Vote 6 to 1. 


Perhaps the most convincing test of public 
sentiment on the question that has yet been 
taken wag at the First National bank. The 
vote was under the direction of President 
James B. Forgan, and was regulated similar- 
ly to a regular city election. Only men of 
legal voting age who live in Chicago were in- 
cluded in the test. When the votes were. 
counted, it was found that 238 had voted to 
settle the traction question at once, while 
only 38 voted for delay. The ratio was more 
than 6 to 1. 

The students of Lewis institute on the west 
side—young men and women, many of whom 
travel twenty miles daily under horrible trac- 
tion conditions—were given an opportunity to 
express their views of strap hanging. All of 
them are experienced. Two hundred and 
eighty of the students voted for immediate 
settlement and forty-four for Mayor Dunne’s 
idea of a referendum. As was the case at the 
First National bank, the ratio against the 
mayor was more than 6 to 1.

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HALSTED OWNERS IN STIR 


STORM AT BOARD OF IMPROVE- 
MENTS FOR DELAY OF ACTION. 


Hold Indignation Meeting Declaring 


for Immediate Defeat of Measure 
to Widen Thoroughfare — Demand 
and Are Granted Cenference with 
Mayor Dunne, Seeking Reversal of 
Decision for Vote on Question Until 
Spring—‘‘Politics’’ the Cry. 


A “call to arms” has been sounded along 
Halsted street and by concerted action an 
effort will be made to force Mayor Dunne’s 
board of local improvements. presided over 
by George A. Schilling, to rescind its decision 
delaying a final voteon the widening proposi- 
tion until June 6. Property owners declare 
this decision, which was reached at the end of 
a stormy session in the council chamber yes- 
terday morning, is a political move and taken 
because the board knows it could not force 
the improvement through the council now. 

A committee opposed to the Halsted street 
widening and headed by Ald. Scully and Fick 
will meet Mayor Dunne and the members of 
the assessment board at 3 o'clock today. This 
committee wants the question settled now, 
and the attorneys for the different Halsted 
street associations which are fighting the 
proposition assert it would be given @ short 
shift in the council were it presented before 
election. 


Hurry Call to See Mayor. 

The decision to see the mayor and force 
recognition from him was decided on at an 
indignation meeting of Halsted street citi- 
zens held after the board of local improve- 
ments had adjourned. So angry were the 
citizens at the action taken by the board that 
the members barely escaped rough han- 
dling, and under protection of a policeman 
were escorted from the chamber. 

It was President Schilling who precipi- 
tated the storm. The chamber was crowded 
with anti-widening people, as it was under- 
stood the final action of the board was to 
be taken. Arguments had been made siat- 
ing that by taking thirty-four feet off the 
property on the west side of the street hun- 
dreds of small owners would suffer, and that 
if the end sought by the board was to re- 
lieve congestion on this thoroughfare the 
same result would-be obtained by opening 
other through north and south streets. 
Miss Jane Addams spoke against the widen- 
ng. 

Plead Delay; Motion Passed. 

Miss Addams was followed by Charles Vo- 
picka, president of the Atlas Brewing com- 
pany, who pleaded for delay. President 
Schilling then, over the protest of Sidney 
Adler, attorney for the Halsted Street Pro- 
tective association, put the motion that de- 
cision be delayed until June. 

Cries of protest arose from all parts of the 
house and men rushed to the railing shaking 
their fists at the members of the board. In 
this turmoil the motion was passed and the 
members hurriedly left. 

Jerome P. Zalinka of the Eleventh Ward 
Improvement association rushed to the ros- 
trum and demanded that the property owners 
hold an indignation meeting. Dr. 8. B. Skill- 
man, president of the West Side Land Own- 
ers’ association, was chosen chairman. 

E. C. Ferguson, attorney for a number of 
Halsted street property owners, declared 
against tying up the question. There were 
calls for Mayor Dunne, and Ald, Scully head- 
ed a committee which sought him out. This 
committee reported that Mayor Dunne would 
meet a committee of property owners today. 

‘It is evident that the ‘board is going to 
ride roughshod over us unless we assert our 
rights,”’ said Alexander Byers, at the ad- 
journment. ‘“ At the primaries this coming 
election every man should see that no one 
is nominated who has not promised to leave 
Halsted street alone.”’

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PLAN TO DROP COLLEGES. 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY PROBABLY 
WILL CEASE AFFILIATION. 


One Branch of the Faculty Already 
Has Given the Suggestion Its Ap- 
proval and the Matter Now Rests in 
the Hands of the Senate of the Big 
School—Stetson, Des Moines, Butler, 
and Kalamazoo Institutions Would 
Be Affected, 


The faculty of the University of Chicago is 
considering a proposal to drop its system of 
affiliation with small colleges. Recommenda- 
tions have been made to the two bodies of 
the faculty by the board of university rela- 
tions urging that all the colleges now affiliat- 
ed with the university be dropped. 

Members of the university council, which 
is the lower body of the faculty, already have 
acted favorably upon the proposal, and the 
matter now rests in the hands of the uni- 
versity’ senate. 

The plan of drawing the small colleges into 
one group under the wing of the university 
has been classified by some of the members 
of the faculty as “ idealistic and impractica- 
ble.”’ 

Four colleges now affiliated with the uni- 
versity—John B. Stetson University of Flor- 
ida, Des Moines college, Butler college, and 
Kalamazoo college—will be cut off from im- 
mediate connection. with the university, if 
the senate agrees. Bush Medical college, 
which is classified as an affiliated inetitution, 
however, will not suffer the fate of the others, 
as it is held to be anmintegral part of the 
university. 

The resolutions of the board of university 
relations, which. have been presented to the 
faculty of the university, include these state- 
ments: 

** Since the university has no endowment 
to support the organization necessary to 
make the affiliated arrangement effective, and 
presupposed in the original plan, further 
efforts on the part of the university to realize 
the plan are not only superfiuous but imprac- 
ticable. 

‘The original plan contemplated affilia- 
tion with a large number of colleges and its 
implications cannot be realized unless it is 
extended to include many colleges. 

“It is unfortunate in many ways for the 
university to be in relations with four col- 
leges which create misunderstandings about 
the policy of the university toward all other 
colleges.”’

| TIME USED IN ARGUMENT. 


Lawyers for Defense Accused of 
Trying to Get Objectionable 
Matter to the Jury. 


‘The long promised “ Shea story ”’ of the 
teameters’ strike, edited by “ Czar” Shea 
and to be used especially for trial purposes, 
was begun when Shea took the witness stand 
yesterday afternoon in Judge Ball's court, 
but the story was not told, and will not be 
told unless the prosecution andthe attor- 
neys for the defense agree to conform to the 
rules of evidence and cease their efforts to 
get in objectionable matter by various 
methods. 

In the third question put to Shea by. At- 
torney Brady an effort was made, according 
to Assistant State’s Attorney Miller, to get 
in evidence that had been ruled out by Judge 
Ball several weeks ago. The remainder of 
the afternoon was spent in erguing the ques- 
tion, during which time Shea remained seat- 
ed in the witness chair, shifting his chew of 
tobacco from one side of his face to the other 
from time to time. : 

Shea’s Narrative Is Checked. 

“We now are going to open up all of the 
transactions of the defendants—called by the 
state a nest of underground methods—to the 
Night of investigation,’’ said Attorney Brady. 
“We are going to permit Mr. Shea to tell 
everything about the case.”’ 

Then Shea was called to the witness stand. 
After he had told his name, his age, and his 
address, the jurors and spectators in the 
courtroom leaned forward to catch the story 
that was expected. But it did not come. 

“I want you to tell all of your connection 
with this trouble,” said Attorney Brady, ad- 
dressing himself to Shea. 

“I object,” said Assistant State's Attorney 
Miller, “This merely is another effort to 
get evidence that is immaterial and irrevelent 
before the jury. I insist that the witness be 
examined in the regular manner.’ 

This wes the signal for a combined protest 
from Attorneys Brady, Cruise, and Le Bosky, 
representing the defendants, on the ground 
that they were not being given an opportu- 
nity to get “everything” before the aes 
The arguments still were on when Judge Ball 
adjourned court. 

Other Witnesses Are Heard. 

Previous to the calling of Shea to the wit- 
ness stand, Thomas Rickard, president of the 
Garment Workers’ union, was examined as 
to the nature of the trouble between the gar- 
ment workers and Montgomery Ward before 
the teamsters’ strike. He declared that the 
garment workers were locked out. 

Several other witnesses were examined by 
whom it was expected to prove that the em- 
ployers had endeavored to incite the union 
men to riot. T. Rittman, a member of the 
painters’ union, said an express wagon loaded 
with ‘strike breakers was driven past Brick- 
layers’ hall several times Sunday afternoon, 
May 3, 1905, when a meeting of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor was in progress in the 
hall. Some of the men, he declared, pointed 
their weapons at the hall, but Shea told the 
union men not to interfere with them.

GONTEST ON FOR ‘BERTHA 


FAINTING GIRL CAUSES LIVELY 
CLASH OF AUTHORITIES. 


Attorney General Says She Cannot 
Stay at Bartonville, the Superin- 
tendent of Asylum There Says She 
Must, Penitentiary Officials Demand 

- Her Custody in Compliance with 
Official Ofder, and Rejoice Quietly 
When Their Request Ise Denied. 


“ Fainting Bertha ” Lebecke, with a record 
of setting insane asylum authorities of three 
states at sixes and sevens, yesterday suc- 
ceeded in mixing the Illinois penitentiary 
and asylum authorities In a clash. 

“Fainting Bertha’? at the moment is an 
inmate of the asylum for the incurable in- 
sane at South Bartonville, near Peoria. So 
far as is known it is the only state institution 
in Illinois which would tolerate Bertha if it 
might help it. Supt. Dr. George A. Zeller at 
South Bartonville has been pleased at having 
Bertha there, however, having received her 
with good grace when she made her second 
sensational escape from Elgin asylum on 
Christmas night. 

Yesterday Attorney General Stead at 
Springfield rendered an opinion that “ Faint- 
ing Bertha” is illegally detained at South 
Bartonville, and early yesterday morning 
Parole Agent Williams and Matron Cotton 
of the Joliet penitentiary set out for South 
Bartonville with instructions to return with 
the person of Bertha Lebecke in order that 
she might be committed to the asylum for the 
criminal insane at Chester. 


Asylum Fights to Keep Herw« 

In spite of the attorney general's opinion 
and in spite of the order issued by Warden E. 
J. Murphy at Joliet penitentiary, “ Fainting 
Bertha ’’ still is held in one of the few “‘ dan- 
gerous *’ wards in the South Bartonville in- 
stitution, and Dr. Zeller, on guard, is await- 
ing the next move of the attorney general and 
the penitentiary autaorities. 

Twice Bertha has been an Inmate of Joliet 
prison; three times confined in the aSylum 
at Kankakee; twice an inmate of the asylum 
at Elgin, and now in the one place where she 
finds herself wanted, the state has decided 
that she is illegally detained and that a writ 
of habeas corpus necessarily would release 
her under the statutes. 

As chance would have it yesterday when 
the penitentiary agents came for Bertha, she 
had been dressed stunningly for a photograph 
and met the two prison officers at the station 
of the Peoria and Pekin electric road at the 
base of Asylum hill. With Bertha were two 
nurses from the asylum. 

Bertha Greets “Old Friends.” 

Meeting the two penitentiary officials, 
Bertha shook hands with the matron, intro- 
duced her little party, and danced nimbly 
out of the station to the rear platform of the 
car which had just pulled up to the platform. 
The parole agent and the penitentiary ma- 
tron simply were left staring blankly. 

With an indeterminate sentence of one to ten 
years hanging over her in Joliet, *‘ Fainting 
Bertha ” was transferred to the Kankakee 
asylum for a third time and the asylum au- 
thorities sent her back to Joliet. Again the 
prison was giad to be rid of her tothe asylum 
at Bigin, from which she escaped a second 
time oe the night of Dec. 25. 

Forty-eight hours later she was arrested 
in Peoria with $1,000 worth of stolen goods 
on her. Elgin asylum didn’t want her any 
more than Joliet prison did, and when Dr. 
Zeller at South Bartonville asked that Bertha 
be assigned to his institution both Elgin and 
Joliet were pleased.

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RUSH TRIAL OF KNUDSON. 


COURT HOLDS NIGHT SESSION IN 
WIFE MURDER CASE. 


Accused Contractor Scores Point When 

Sister of Dead Woman and Chief 
Witness for the Prosecution Admits 
Unfriendly Attitude Toward Pris- 
oner for a Year Prior to Her Rela- 
tive’s Death—Testimeny to Prove 
Poisen Pilot Offered by State. 


Testimony tending to show that Knute O. 
Knudson, the West Pullman contractor on 
trial in Judge Kavanagh's court for wife 
murder, poisoned his wife and that Mrs. 
Knudson knew she was being poisoned to 
death by her husband was given by witnesses 
yesterday. 

In order to push the trial with all possible 
speed Judge Kavanagh held another night 
session of court, and it is probable he will 
order several more during the remaining 
days of the case. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour for the 
prosecution scored several telling points 
against the contractor during the day in the 
testimony given by Mrs. Charles Weiser, a 
half-sister of Mrs. Knudson, and Mrs. Susan 
A. Rector, a former neighbor of the Knud- 


sons. 
Wife Knew Death Was Near. 


Mre. Rector testified that she was at the 
Knudson house a few days before Mrs. 
Knudson died and upon that occasion Mrs. 
Knudson told her it was better to die and go 
to heaven than to suffer as she was doing. 

“Mrs. Knudson told me she was sure she 
was going to die,” said the witness. 

‘“* Don’t talk like that, Mrs. Knudson,’ I 
said. You are not going to die. You are 
young and have your children tolivefor. At 
this point Mr. Knudson spoke up and said, 
‘When God cails us, we must go, and there 
is nothing we can do to stop it.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Weiser told the jury that she visited 
Mrs. Knudson nearly every day during the 
week of Mrs Knudson's last iliness and 
that during that time the contractor's wife 
said several times that she knew she was 


dying of poison. 
Refused to Call Physician. 


The witness said she was at the Knudson 
home on Tuesday before Mrs. Knudson died, 
and on that day she asked Knudson why he 
did not get a doctor. 

‘*T don’t want ‘to call a doctor; I know all 
about her sicknese, it's stomach trouble,”’ 
Mrs. Weiser said Knudson answered. “ She 
is going to die anyhow.” 

Shortly after that, according to the wit- 
ness, Knudson gave his wife some milk and 
toast, which made her violently ii. Then 
he offered her some medicine which he 
said was headache powders. Mre. Knudson 
said she did not want the powders, according 
to the witness, because the last she had taken 
gave her a pain in the stomach. 

“Knudson then said: ‘ You must take them, 
they are good for you,’ ”’ said Mrs. Weiser. 


Tried to Make Woman Eat. 


‘*On another occasion,’ continued the wit- 
ness, “I saw ‘Knudson in Mrs. Knudson's 
bedroam with a dish of oatmeal and milk 
in his hand urging Mrs. Knudson to eat. 
Mrs. Knudson refused, and then.when Knud- 
eon saw me “e went and emptied the dish in 
*he bathroom and put the dish in the kitch- 
en.”’ 

After that Mrs. Knudson folded her hands 
in prayer. Knudson came into the room and 
said: 

‘* Are you praying to the devil?” 

“No, I am praying to God,” the witness 
said Mrs. Knudson answered, 

* Knudson then sald, ‘I have prayed tothe 
devil for several years and he bas helped me 
every time.’” 


Defense Scores; Juror Laughs. 


In the cross examination Attorney Burres, 
for the defense, brought out thet Mrs. Weiser 
had been on unfriendly.terms with the con- 
tractor a year before Mrs. Knudson’s death. 
Attorney Burres pointed out that the witness 
remembered everything that Knudson said, 
but could not recall a single thing anybody 
else said to Knudson. At this, one of the 
jurors leaned forward in his chair and 
laughed. 


Prof. W. A. Drake, handwriting expert, 
testified concerning deeds transferring real 
estate owned by Mrs. Knudson to her hus- 
band. Prof. Drake declared that Mrs. Knud- 
son's signatures were genuine, but said they 
had been written with different inks and were 
unbusineselike in form.

OUSTED SENIORS STUBBORN; 
RESIST A PUBLIC APOLOGY.

The suspended seniors at Armour institute 
are still ‘‘ outeide the reservation.” After 
holding an “indignation,” meeting which 
lasted the greater part of the afternoon, the 
ousted students still were unwilling to give 
the public apology demanded of them by 
President Gunsaulus.

‘* We don’t feel that we owe an apology 
to the school, or to Dr. Gunsaulus, either,” 
gaid one of the seniors at the close of the 
clase Meeting. ‘Our apology to Dean Monin 
has been accepted, and it seems to us that 
he is the only one concerned. The faculty 
didn’t treat us squarely in this wholesale 
punishment for the acts of a few, but we 
are willing to meet them half way and we 
think we have done it.” 

Dean H. M. Raymond declared that, as far 
ae the faculty is concerned, the situation is 
unchanged. 

“Nothing whatever has been done,’’ he 
said. ‘“ The students have not been taken 
back, and there is no indication of relenting 
on the part of the faculty. Theaction has 
been taken, and the president and the coun- 
cil will stand by *. Weare waiting for over-

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250 PUPILS IN RAGE RIOT. 


CHILDREN OF COPERNICUS SCHOOL 
HAVE COLOR WAR. 


Negro Children Incensed at Whites 
Coming to ‘Their’? School Start 
Things and Arrival of Police Squad 
Only Stops. Battle—Six Youngsters 
Are Picked Up by Policemen After 
Others Flee—Detectives Search for 
Alleged Instigator. 


Race feeling, which has stirred the pupils 
of the Copernicus school, Sixtieth and Throop 
streets, for more than a week, culminated in 
a riot between the negro and white pupils yes- 
terday afternoon, in which at least a score 
of children were injured. Probably 250 chil- 
dren took part in the fight waged about the 
doors of the school, stones and clubs, as well 
as hatpins, being used before the arrival of 
the police. 

The trouble began as soon as the first 
classes were dismissed at 3:30 p.‘m., and pro- 
gressed as the children continued to pour 
from the school building for nearly an hour. 
Neither Miss Cora Caverno, principal, nor 
the teachers could do anything with the bel- 
ligerents, and a riot call was sent tnto the 
Englewood police station. 

When a patrol wagon loaded with police 
was sighted some blocks away, however, 
most of the children took to their heels and 
escaped, leaving their crying, and, in some 
cases, bleeding victims behind them. 


Six Pupils Receive Hurts.

The trouble became serious a week ago, 
when a number of white pupi's from the Hari 
school were transferred to the Copernicus 
school. At that time complaints were made 
both to the police and to officials of the board 
of education by parents of pupils who had 
been threatened by members of either the 
white or black factions. As there had been 
no serious outbreaks the police could do noth- 
ing, and apparently the board did nothing. 


Negro’s Club Starts Fight. 


When the pupils ieft school last evening a 
negro, believed to be Wilfiam McAdee, struck 
a white child with aclub. This was enough, 
and a few minutes later the fight waa on. 
Girls used hat pins and boys used anything 
that could be found in the school grounds or 
street. Somebody ran for a policeman, but 
none could be found. 

Then the janitor ran out aid took a hand. 
endeavoring to separate the whites and 
blacks. He was not altogether succeseful, 
however, sustaining a blow on the head and 
being compelled to seek the shelter\of the 
school building. About this time soniebody, 
supposedly one of the school teachers, tele- 
phoned to the Englewood police station, and 
a patrol wagon was dispatched to the scene. 


Field Covered with Wounded. 


TAeut. Daly arrived in charge of a squad of 
policemen, but found only those who had 
been injured too severely to get any pleasure 
out of flight. From these he got a story of the 
fight. 

Nearly all of the stories were to the effect 
that McAdee, the negro, was to blame. He 
could not be found by the police, but several 
detectives were detailed to search for aim, 
together with several other children who 
have been named as taking active part in in- 
citing the less aggressive pupils to fight.

MRS. MARGARET BECKLENBERG 
ACCUSES EXPRESSMAN. 


Once Wife in Handsome Home, She Is 
Said te Have Earned a Poor Living 
Lately by Selling Papers at an 
Alley “L” Station—Bill in Court 
Declares She Was Turned Off While 
Insane, and Avers Attorney Was in 
Collusion with Her Husband. 


A woman who now earns $4 a week selling 
newspapers at the Thirty-fifth street sta- 
tion of the South Side Elevated railway 
began an action for redress against her for- 
me¢er husband in the Circuit court yesterday. 
She has grown old beyond her years and is 
unable to support’ herself. 

She is Margaret Love Becklenberg, di- 
vorced wife of Frederick B. Becklenberg, 
owner of an extensive van and express busi- 
ness. Six years ago she lived in handsome 
apartments with Wér husband and children. 
Now she lives in the house of a compassion- 
ate policeman. 

Mrs. Becklenberg’s strange complaint in 
her petition is that while she was insane her 
husband obtained a divorce from: her, alded 
by her attorneys, who permitted the separa- 
tion to go by default. She sets out that she 
was insane prior to 1896 and remained so 
until a few months ago. She says she has 
no recollection of what has taken place in 
the meantime. 

Attorney George L. Haight has taken the 
case and says he will press her demands 
through the courts. 


Were Married in 1887. 

The Becklenbergs were married in 1887, and 
lived together until 1900. Four children were 
born, the youngest 10 years“old. Becklen- 
berg was given a divorce in the Circuit court 
by Judge Edmund Burke in 1900. He com- 
plained that his wife was addicted to the 
free use of intoxicants. He said he had made 
use of every cure for her fault, but without 
success. The custody of the children wag 
granted to him. 

Mrs. Becklenberg says in her bill that 
she has no recollection of ever having been 
served with a process of any sort, and had 
no knowledge that Attorney Richmond of the 
firm of Wayman & Richmond had appeared 
for her. She charges that her husband taught 
her to drink liquor, and brought quantities of 
it to thefr residence. She declares that Rich- 
mond was employed by her former husband. 

Fear, she says, that he could not get a di- 
vyorce caused him to remain away asa wit- 
ness from a jury at the detention hospital 
which inquired Into her sanity. She was 
found not insane, though, in fact, she says, 
mentally unbalanced. 

Mrs. Becklenberg says her husband pos- 
sesses $250,000, and asks an injunction to 
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prevent his disposing of property to 
the suit.

Cairo Bridge Earnings. 

The governor cites the division of earnings 
of the Cairo bridge which “ to all intentsand 
purposes,"’ he says, “is a part of the Ili- 
nois Central ratlroad company.” Yet for 
| every passenger who crosses this bridge the 
company deducts 25 cents and for every 100 
pounds of freight 2 cents. “ This practice,’’ 
adds the governor, “resulted in a serious 
loss to the state, because no part of the 
bridge earnings have ever been reported by 
the.company.”’ 

The governor declares it his belief that the 


$45,000 a year from the Calro bridge alone.

The governor then takes up the most im- 
portant branch of the subject, showing how 
the state of Illinois loses through the “ divi- 
sions of earnings’’ between the original main 
line of the Illinois Central and its branches. 
He says: 

“It may be stated with substantial ac- 
curacy that in dividing earnings between 
the charter lines and the numerous branch 
and subsidiary Hnes, according to the meth- 
ods now in vogue, there is no uniformity, 
unless it be that in all such cases the divisions 
are uniformly made in such a way as to de- 
prive the charter lines of their just and prop- 
er proportion of the 
x “The rules for division of earnings are 
subject to arbitrary alterations from time to 
time, and as at present in force, are, in my 
opinion, unjust, inequitable, and illegal 

“The practices of the company in this re- 
gard can perhaps be better explained by stat- 
ing briefly some of the plans of division 
now in force, as between the charter lines 
and the other lines owned or controlled by 
the company. 


How the State Loses. 

“In the division of gross earnings from 
freight traffic moving east and west via Du- 
buque, the practice now indulged in is to 
divide the road west of the Mississippi river 
into blocks of fifty miles each, the greatest 
mileage in each block to be the mileage appli- 
cable to each station in the block, but as re- 
garde all stations on the charter lines east 
of the river actual mileage is used. Then, 
after the earnings are divided according to 
this plan, if the traffic goes from or is des- 
tined to Chicago, 80 per cent of the earnings 
apportioned to the lines east of the river is 
arbitrarily deducted and added to the lines 
west of the river—if the traffic originates at 
Cairo, Evansville, of a point south of the 
Ohio river, 20 per cent is deducted—and if 
such traffic originates or is destined to points 
in Illinois (not Including Chicago) 10 per cent 
is deducted. The effect of this scheme can 
best be illustrated by taking a concrete ex- 
ample. Suppose freight originates at a sta- 
tion on the charter line four miles east of the 
Mississippi river and is destined to a station 
four miles west of the river on the Dubuque 
and Sioux City division. 


Earnings Unfairly Divided. 

“ Suppose, for the purpose of easy calcula- 
tion, the freight earned on this shipment is 
$54. In apportioning this sum between the 
charter line and the line west of the river the 
western line would be given credit for a haul 
of fifty miles (the destin&tion being in the first 
block and taking the greatest mileage of that 
block), and the charter line credit for four 
miles (that being the actual length of the 
haul). The $54 would then be apportioned 
$50 to the western line and $4 to the charter 
line. From the earnings of the charter line 
would thea be deducted 10 per cent of such 
earnings, or 40 cents, which would be added 
to the earnings of the western line as above 
apportioned. The result being that for an 
exactly similar service the charter line would 
receive $3.60, while the western line would 
be allotted $50.40. 

“To give another concrete example, the 
tonnage of coal hauled from Herrin, lill., to 
Dubuque, Ia., during October, 1905, amounted 
to $4,850.02. This coal traversed 400 miles. 
of the charter lines and thirteen miles of the 
branch lines. In the division of earnings:

“No further suggestion is needed to show 
the absolute injustice of such a plan or its 
illegality, and at the same time it must be 
borne in mind that of the $11,734,500 of capi- 
tal stock of the Dubuque and Sioux City rail- 
road company—according to the latest avail- 
able reports—the [llinois Central railroad 
company owns $10,443,900. ‘While it may be 
claimed that in the use of this illustration I 
have taken an extreme case, it nevertheless 
fully illustrates the scheme or plan of di- 
vision of earnings now in force.”’ 


South of Cairo Bridge. 


The governor then shows a similar injustice 
to the state in the division of earnings be- 
tween the main line and the lines south of 
Cairo. If on a carload of freight fram Chi- 
cago to New Orleans $100 were collected, $38 
would be allotted to the charter line and $62 
to-the line south of the river. On a mileage 
pro rata the main line should have $40. On 
a shipment from Chica to Memphis earn- 
ing $100 the charter liné nOw gets $54, the 
southern line $46. The charter line should 
get $69, the southern line $81. The difference 
in these amounts represents a great annual 
loss to the state treasury. 

The governor also points out other acts of 
injustice to the state. He declares the Chi- 
cago, Madison and Northern should be made 
to pay terminal charges for the use of the 
freight, passenger, and suburban depots, 
roundhouses, switches, yards, and shops in 
Chicago. The main line should be required 
to collect freight for the immense tonnage 
of coal, lumber, and other material now 
hauled free over the charter line for the 
benefit of the branch lines. This practice, 
he declares, is a mere device on the part of 
the company to minimize the gross earnings 
of the charter lines. 

The governor concludes his €nessage with 
the request for an appropriation of $150,000 
to be used by himself and the attorney gen- 
eral in pushing the cases against the Illinois 
Central to a definite conclusion. 


HANBERG ON PARDON BOARD. 


Gov. Deneen Also Appoints Fred L. 
Wilk and Leo Austrian Lincoln 
Park Commissioners.

Deneen’ appointed two Lincoln Park com- 
missioners and a member of the state board 
of pardons today. To the latter board he 
named former County Treasurer John J. 
Hanberg of Chicago, a member of the coun- 
ty committee representing the Eighth ward. 
He appointed Fred L. Wilk, vice president 
of the Union Trust company, to succeed 
Charles P. Whitney on the north side park 
board, the latter having moved out of he 
district, and Leo Austrian to succeed Ed- 
ward A. Linn, who resigned after the con- 
viction of his father. Mr. Austrian is a dem- 
ocrat, and the board, as appointed in the 
first year of the governor’s term, did not 
contain a minority representative.

Speaker Announces That All 
Lobbyists Will Be Barred 
from the House. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, Ill, Jan. 10,—[Special.}—Re-

Senator Breidt of Chicago presented the 
bill to the senate today, and it was advanced 
to second reading. The measure has been 
agreed on by the governor and State Treas- 
urer-elect John F. Smulski, but it is not cer- 
tain to find smooth sailing. It relieves the 
treasurer of : ty for loss whenever 
such loss is sustained because of the depos- 
iting of state funds in banks selected by the 
deposit board. 

There is no objection to the intention of 
the measure in so far. as it aims to secure for 
the state interest money, which heretofore 
has represented personal gain for the treas- 
urer, but there ts some objection to relieving 
the treasurer of responsibility. 


Provisions of Measure. 


The bill provides that there shall be created 
a state deposit board to consist of the state 
treasurer, governor, and state auditor of pub- | 
lic accounts, the treasurer acting as chair- 
man. It further provides that all banks 
which desire to become depositors of state 
funds shall make written application to the 
treasurer and shall show the amount of their 
capital, surplus, number of stockholders, and 
length of time in existence. 

The treasurer is to select from these appli- 
cations and inform other members of the de- 
posit board of his preferences. The board is 
to decide. Every bank securing a deposit 
shall be required to give as security national, 
state, county, municipal, surety company, or 
personal bonds, “‘ or other security to be ap- 
proved by the board.”’ 

Further provision is made for an appropria- 
tion of $5,000 to pay the premium on the 
surety bonds which the treasurer gives. In- 
asmuch as he is depriving himself of the in- 
terest taken by other state treasurers and Is 
contenting himself with the salary of $3,500 
a year, it is only fair that he should not have 
to stand personally the expense of the se- 


curity bond. 


Par Lobbyists from House. 

There were no bills introduced in the house, 
but Speaker Shurtleff took:the opportunity at 
the opening of the session, and again at the 
end of it, to declare that lobbyists and out- 
siders of every description would be barred 
from the floor of the house in accordance with 
rule 5, which has been enforced laxly or not 
at all in former sessions. 

Leading republicans agreed that the rule 
should be enforced, and the speaker's an- 
nouncement was the result. It not only will 
act against corporation lobbies, but will hit 
the friends of the people, the publicity bureau 
of the Legislative Voters’ league among 
others. Agents of the league have had re- 
stricted access to the floor, but this is to be 
taken away and doorkeepers and policemen 
are instructed to bar out = — those 

ecifically mentioned in rule 0. 

“"t ace es his intention Mr. Shurtleff 
said: 

‘“'T he floor of this house is for use of mem- 
bérs elected to this body. No person has the 
right of use of it except members, ex-mem- 
bers, members of congress, state officers, and 
certain other persons mentioned in rule-6: 
This rule means that ladies are not to be 
brought on the floor, friends of members are 
not to be admitted, that janitors of this house 
and certain underofficers are not permitted to 
come on the floor. I hope members individ- 
vally and collectively will help to see that the 
rule is carried out, ahd I ask anybody to re- 
port to me the presence of any person on 
the floor who is not entitled to be on the floor, 
and I will see that the rule is enforced.” 


Some Relieved from Lottery. 

Most of the house session was occupied by 
interesting formalities relating to the draw- 
ing of seats, and later, in conjunction with 
the senate, in canvassing the vote of the 
fall election as it concerned state officers. 

In drawing for seats several members, such 
as Shanahan, Lindly, Glade, and Allen, who 
have served five sessions, were allowed to 
pick their seats without going into the lot- 
tery. Gaunt, who had been elected tem- 
porary speaker, and Pattison, minority lead- 
er, were given the same privilege. Then the 
three prohibitionists were allowed to take 
three seats together on the democratic side. 

It probably is a mere coincidence, but Rep- 
resentative Robert McKinlay, Chicago, demo- 
crat, who started out to reform the house 
yesterday, was among the last drawn, and 
his seat is about as far back as it could 
be without being out in the corridor. The, 
young man has a good, strong voice, how- 
ever, and may not feel this disadvantage too 
keenly. To suspect the house organization 
of any complicity in this would be unkind. 
Some small unpleasantness attended the 
drawing among the democrats. Representa- 
tive O’Brien of Chicago, hearing his name 
called, started for the last vacant seat on 
the frént row. Representative Geskewich, 
also of Chicago, was called after O’Brien, and 
by some maneuver secured the seat to which 
the latter was entitled. They fussed about it, 
and O’Brien appealed to Speaker Shurtleff, 
who replied that he was sorry but helpless, 
and advised O’Brien to take possession. 
Geskewich was comfortably installed, and re- 
furped to be budged by eloquence. Mr. 
O’Brien now is back with Mr. McKinlay. 


Senators Then Admitted. 


While the drawing was progressing the 
senate had’ been endeavoring to break in for 
the joint session to canvass the vote of the 
last electiqgn, but was kept cooling ite heels 
outside until the seating of the house had 
been accomplished, and then it was admitted, 
with Lieut. Gov. Sherman and president pro 
tem. Pemberton at the head of the column, 
and the joint session was organized.. 

Before the joint session two joint resolu- 
tione were passed, one for adjournment until 
Tuesday morning and the other fixing the 
date of the ballot for United States senator 
for Jan. 22 in the two houses separately, and 
for Jan. 23 in joint session. 

Speaker Shurtleff has announced one oom- 
mittee, that on rules, as follows: Shurtleff. 
chairman; Erickson of Cook, Dudgeon of 
Grundy, Pogue of Moultrie, Hollenbeck of 
Clark, King of Knox, Pattison of Stephen- 
son, Hearn of Adams, and Lantz of Cook. 
The committee will meet on Monday in its 
first session.

when an accumulation of gas exploded 
showering tons of molten metal over about 
forty men, shows that the bodies of twelve 
men have been recovered: from fifteen to 
twenty men are missing, it being believed 
their bodies were consumed by the hot metal. 
and ten men are in hospitals, four of them 
expected to die momentarily. _ 

A gruesome story is told by Deputy Cor- 
oner Laidley, who says one foreigner, ap- 
parently a youth, became crazed by his in- 
juries, and before he could be prevented 
leaped into a pot of molten metal and was 
incinerated. 


Explosion Destroys Powder Plant. 


Hollidaysburg, Pa.,- Jan. 10.—The plant and 
buildings of the Standard Powder company 
of Pittsburg, located.at Horrell station, four 
miles from Hollidaysburg, were destroyed 
by an explosion today, © lives were lost. 
The explosion was caused by a fire. 

After a hard fight of several hours the fire 
was brought under control. Ten buildings 
were destroyed at the powder plant and about 
thirty-five farmhouses in the Frankstown 
valley were damaged. Five thousand kegs 
of powder went up in the explosion.

EARTH ROCKS OVER PART OF 
PENNSYLVANIA AND IN EUROPE. 


} Home Shock Is Also Felt in Michigan 


-~Ia Severe in Norway, Sweden, and 
Russia—Disturbances in This Coun- 
try Bear Out Prophecy by English 
Scientists That Tremors Would Oc- 
eur in This Country on Jan. 12 of 


This Year. 


{Hugh Clements, an English meteorologist, pre- 

dicted in Londen Wednesday that there would be 
earthquakes in America Jan. 12.] 
‘ Philadelphia, Pa, Jan. 10.—[Speciai.]—Re- 
ports from twelve Pennsylvania counties to- 
night show the state was shaken violently 
at an early hour thie morning by subter+ 
ranean disturbances. 

At about the time the tremors occurred 
several tons of gunpowder exploded near 
Hollidaysburg, in Blair county. Sclentiste 
in Philadelphia eay this had no connection 
with the tremors throughout the state. 

Residents in Lycoming, Clinton, Center, 
Union,. and portions of Northumberland 
counties were aroused about 5 o'clock this 
morning by continuous rumblings in the 
earth. The vibrations were so pronounced 
at Willtamsport that residents were almost 
in a panic. 


Tremors Over a Wide Area. 


Not a town in the west branch of the valley 
from Sunbury to Lockhaven escaped a shock. 
Inquiry brought information that in towns 
west of Williamsport the shock and noise 
were most severe. Shortly after those tid- 
ings reached this city a message from Balti- 
more was received telling of earthquakes ata 
number of points north of that city. 

The account of the earth’s disturbance sent 
out by Williamsport says buildings there 
rocked to such an extent that windows rat- 
tled and dishes moved about in cupboards and 
on sideboards. 

A dispatch from York says that at Glen 
Rock, fifteen miles south of that city, build- 
ings swayed and the shock was of several 
minutes’ duration, accompanied by a rum- 
bling sound like distant thunder. From Har- 
risburg comes news that the whole upper por- 
tion of Dauphin county north of Harrisburg 
was shaken. 

Shock Felt in Michigan. 

Menominee, Mich., Jan. 10.-A slight earth 
shock was felt heretoday. No damage was 
done. | 

Earth Shakes in Norway. 

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Jan. 10.—Two 
severe earth shocks were felt here at 1:30 
this morning, accompanied by rumblings 
like thunder. Telegrams received in this 
city show that the shocks were felt at other 
towns in Norway. The disturbances caused 
considerable alarm, but no damage has been 
reported. 

Felt Also in Sweden. 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Jan. 10.—Two dis- 
tinct and sharp shocks were felt at several 
points in Sweden at 1:30 this morning. Dis- 
patches received from Arvika, Mellerud, and 

tromstad report that the rocking of houses 
at those places caused a hasty exodus of the 
alarmed inhabitants. 

Two Tremors in Russia. 


YEKATERINBURG, Russia, Jan. 10.—The 
earth shocks were felt here early this morn- 
ing. 

Mauna Loa Crater in Action. 

HONOLULU, Jan. 10.—The crater on the 
summit of the volcano of Mauna Loa broke 
out at midnight. The eruption forms a mag- 
nificent spectacle, which is visible for 100 
miles at sea. Thirty slight earthquake 
shocks have been felt.

American Railway Insurance company. 

A charter already secured for thie com- 
pany is to be followed by application for char- 
ters, under the laws of Ohio, for the Traction 
Mutual Insurance company, the Electric 
Mutuel Insurance company, and the Asso- 
ciated Railway Companies’ Insurance com- 
pany. Through these four companies it is 
proposed to handle practically all of the in- 
surance on this clase of property in the coun- 


Big Companies in It. 


The board of directors elected today in- 
cludes sOme of the biggest traction men iu 
the United States. The directors immediate- 
ly organized by electing Horace Andrews of 
Syracuse president and H. N. Staats of Cleve- 
land vice president and general manager. 
The companies represented at tHe final or-

Col Patko Andrieff, Chief of Gendarmes 
of Lodz District, Is Shot and 
Killed. 


LODZ, Russian Poland, Jan. 10.—Col. Patko 
Andrieff, chief of the gendarmes of the Lodz 
district, was shot and killed thie morning on 
Poludniowa street. A passing infantry patrol 
fired a volley at the assassin, but only 
wounded several innocent persons. The as- 
sassin escaped. Poludniowe street was closed 
by troops and the police began making a 
strict search of all the houses fronting upon 


it. 


Death for Pavloff Assassin. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 10.—The murder- 
er of Lieut. Gen. ‘Viadimir Pavioff, the mili- 
tary procurator, who was killed yesterday, 
was tried by court martial today and sen- 
tenced to déath. He was hanged tonight.

BARED BY DEATH 


Prosecution of Physician and 
Girl’s Sweetheart Shows 
Need for Reform.

Apparent laxity, as the attorneys for the 
prosecution believe, on the of hospital 
Officials, has been shown the evidence 
given in the closing of the charges against

The head of the hospital where the young 
woman is saidto have died under suspicious 
circumstances, took the stand yesterday and 
asserted that his institution “ was no worse 
than other hospitals.” The day before Judge 
Going of the Desplaines street Municipal 
court, where the preliminary trial is held, 
had administered a severe rebuke to repre- 
sentatives of the same institution. 


Dr. Fox’s Actions Questioned. 

Although, tn the evidence of the state, 
there has been introduced testimony that at- 
torneys for Dr. Fox argue practically ab- 
solves him from the initial crime alleged, 
and there was testimony of that sort during 
the day, there still remaing before the court, 
it is contended, a question as to the legality 
and the professional ethics of his conduct 
—— he was called upon to attend the sick 
girl. 

While it is said that he, as the attending 
physician, should have made out the death 
certificate, the testimony has been that he 
instructed Dr. B. L. T. Woods, an interne, to 
fill it out, giving the cause of death as appen- 
dicitis, while, according to the statements of 
expert witnesses, the real cause wae peri- 
‘1onitis or septicemia. 

Dr, J. C. Delprat, for ten years on the staff 
of the county hospital, whose testimony ap- 
parently showed there was slight opportunity 
for an incorrect diagnosis of the disease, also 
Geclared that at the time the alleged opera- 
tion for appendicitis was performed he 
would never have considered placing the girl 
upon the operating table. 


Coroner Takes Part in Probe. 

Coroner Hoffman took part in the question- 
ing of Dr. Louis Thexton,; head of the Park 
Avenue hospital. . 

**It is not the business of the hospital to 
make record of the operations performed, 
but it is the business of the attending phy~ 
sician,"’ said Dr. Thexton. “ This isa private 
hospital and we simply provide adequate fa- 
cilities and the attention of a nurse, the case 
being entirely under the care of the attending 
physician.’’ 

In support of a declaration that the require- 
ments for entrance to the Park avenue hos- 
pital are as severe as those of any other 
institution, Dr. Thexton showed copies of 
the entrance cards of the Presbyterian and 
the West Side hospitals to prove that they 
require less information than is asked at his 


doors. 
Dr. Delprat on Stand. 


The most important witness of the day 
was Dr. Delprat, who, after a study of Miss 
Milier’s history sheet, pronounced an opin- 
ion that the fatal disease had set in several 
days before she was taken the hospital. 
Upon being informed of the findings of the 
autopsy in Boone county he pronounced the 
cause of death ae peritonitis, declaring that 
a physician should have recognized it at 
once, 

He was the last witness for the state, and, 
as the prosecution rested its case, Attorneys 
Edward E. Gray and Charlies Erbstein in- 
troduced a motion to dismigs the defendants 
upon the grounds that probable guilt had 
not been estabiished. Judge Going poast- 
poned argument upon the motion until 11 
o'clock today, but consented to releasing 
Johantgen upon bonds signed by his brother, 
J. Frank Johantgen, special agent’ for the 
New York Life Ineurance company, and bis 
attorney, Mr. Gray.

it must follow the drainage canal already 
excavated for the Chicago river. 

“ Although the Chicago drainage canal was 
designed to carry 10,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond, it is found to have, In its completed 
rock portion, an actual capacity of 14,000 
cubic feet. This additional capacity fixes the 
amount which it is proposed to divert from 
the Calumet at 4,000 cubic feet per second. 
Any greater amount from the Calumet will 
overtax the drainage canal at the expense 
of the richest part of Chicago and for the 
benefit of the suburban part. 


Points Peril to Lake Commerce. 

“The diversion of large bodies of water 
from Lake Mié¢higan for supplying the drain- 
age canal has not been authorized by con- 
gress, but there appears to be a tacit general 
agreement that no objection will be made to 
the diversion of 10,000 cuble feet per second, 
as originally planned. 

“The diversion of 10,000 cubic feet per 
second will lower the levels of Lake Michi- 
gan, Lake Huron, Lake St. Clair, Lake Erie, 
Lake Ontario, and the St. Lawrence river, 
besides the important connecting channels, 
the Detroit and St. Clair rivers, by amounts 
varying from 4% to 6% inches for different 
waters, and the diversion of 14,000 cubic feet 
will. lower them from 6 to 8% inches, The 
diversion of 20,000 cubic feet will lower 
Lakes Michigan and Huron about 18 inches 
and Lake Erie about 11 inches. 

“ The lake traffic which passed through the 
Detroit river in 1905 was about 58,000,000 
tons, valued at about $615,000,000. It is in- 
creasing annually with marvelous rapidity. 
The records for the year 1906, so far as they 
are made up, indicate that the number of 
tons which passed through the Detroit river 
in 1906 exceeded 65,000,000, valued at $690,- 
000,000. The lowering of the water surface 
has a most injurious effect upon this traffic 
and upon that of the Welland and St. Law- 
rence canals. Chicago being one of the prin- 
cipal lake ports, there will be few communi- 
ws which will feel the injury more than she 
will 


Costly Harbor Deepening Involved. 


“The cost of restoring the depth im the 
harbors of the great lakes and the channels 
between the lakes is estimated at $10,000,000 


(and of restoring it in the Welland and St. 


Lawrence canals at $2,500,000. . This expedi- 
ture would not prevent serious annoyance 
to navigation interests during the execution 
of the remedial works, which would occupy 
several years. In Lake St. Clair the naviga- 
tion of the open lake would be repleced by 
that of an artificia) channe) or canal with 
submerged banks. 

“The extension to the Calumet region of 
the method of sewage disposal already ap- 
plitd to the Chicago river is not necessary 
to. preserve the health of Chicago, there 
being other and better methods available 
for the Calumet region. The final cost of 
these methods is greater than that of the one 
proposed, but works can be developed as the 
population increases and only part of their 
cost need be incurred at present, while their 
greater efficiency justifies the increase of 


final cost. 

** The diversion of 10,000 cubic feet of water 
per second at Ohicago will render practica- 
ble a waterway to the Mississippi river four- 
teem feet deep. Any greater depth must be 
obtained by abstraction of more water from 
lake Michigan and at the expense of the 
navigation interests of the great lakes and 
of the St. Lawrence valley. 

“The effect upon Niagara falls of divert- 
ing the water at Chicago is of secondary. 
importance when considering the health of 
the great city and the navigation interests 
of the great lakes and of the St. Lawrence 
valley, but it is proper to note that the vol- 
ume of the falls will be diminished by the 
full amount diverted at Chicago.”’ 


ARMY CANTEEN TOPIC IN HOUSE 


Morrell Says Law Against Post Ex- 
change Is Driving Men Out of 
Military Establishment. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—The army can- 
teen was again today under discussion in 
the house. While the army appropriation 
bill was up Representative Morrell of Penn- 
syivania intimated that he would like to at- 
tach @ paragraph doing away with the anti- 
canteen law in line with a bill he had intro 
duced in the first session of the Fifty-ninth 
congress. 

Mr. Hull of Iowa, in charge of the bill, 
stated that the paragraph would be new 
legislation and that a point of order there- 
fore would lie against it. He stated, how- 
ever, that the testimony of army officers 
wes almost uniformly to the effect that the 
canteen was a good temperancé measure and * 
that its abolition had resulted in desertions 
and a greater degree of drunkenness. 

“If,”’ replied Mr. Morrell, ‘‘ the jncrease of 
drunkenness continues in the army at the 
‘present rate, it may become a serious mat- 
ter in preventing men from enlisting.” 

He said the anti-canteen law was doing the 
reverse of what had been enticipated. In- 
stead of lessening drunkenness it was in- 
creasing it, and it was driving men out of the 
army post to low dives 


ASKS ROOSEVELT TO EXPLAIN. 


Resolution in Con gress V Wants President 
to Tell of Letter Criticising Piece 
of Pending Legislation. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—Representative 
Robinson of Arkansas introduced a resolution 
today asking that the president of the United 
States be requested to inform the house 
whether he wrote a communication to 
Thomas C. Drake, superintendent of insur- 
ance for the District of Columbia, “ con- 
demning as invalid and improper legislation 
limiting the amount of salaries which life 
insurance companies may pay their officers: 
| and if he wrote such a letter that he furnish 
| the house with a copy of the same: also 

whether he authorized said Drake to send 
‘ copies of said communications to insuran¢e 
companies or officers in any state: and if so, 
whether he requested said Drake to send the 
same conditioned that it be received and held 
confidentially.” 


SENATOR CULLOM DENIES YARN. 


Story of His [Illness Circulated in 
Springfield Is Without Founda- 
tion, He Declares. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
Senator Cullom in a message sent early in the 
morning to State Senator Campbell at Spring- 
field denies the report current there that he 
had been taken seriously ill. As a matter 
of fact the senator is in excellent health. 
He began work at 8 o'clock this morning, 
went to the capitol at 10, and, as chairman 
of the subcommittee having the matter in 
charge, reported to the full committee the 
legislative, executive, and judicial appropria- 
tion bill. This measure authorizes appro- 
priations amounting to more than $30,000,000. 
and the seater has been working upon it 
steadily since before the Christmas holidays.

BILL HELPS RAIL EMPLOYES. 


Senate Passes the Measure Limiting 
Work to Sixteen Continuous 
Hours. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—By a vote of 
70 to 1 the senate today passed a bill providing 
that railway employés engaged in the 
handling of :trains shall not work more than 
sixteen consecutive hours, which period is 
to be followed by ten hours off duty. The 
one negative vote was cast by Senator Pettus. 

The bill provides that under certain con- 
tingencies and in case of accident the time 
fixed may be exceeded. The enforcement 
of the law is placed in the hands of the inter- 
state commerce commission and the federal 
courts, the penalty provided being a fine of 
not less than $100 nor more than $1,000. The 
act is to apply to trains doing an interstate 
or foreign commetce business. 


FAVORS A TAX ON INCOMES. 


Special Commission Appointed in New 
York Prepares Bill to Be Presented 
to the Legislature. 


> 


Amsterdam. N. Y., Jan. 10.—[Special.]}— 
The-special tax commission appointed by 
Gov. Higgins last year will meet in New 
York Saturday to complete its report for 
presentation Jan. 15 to the legislature. A 
majority favor an income tax. and William 
H. Sutherland of Rochester, counsel to the 
commission, has prepared a bill which likely 
will be recommended. 

This bill calls for levying a tax on all in- 
comes above $00 annually. On all annual in- 
comes up to the first $10,000 above $500 it is 
proposed to levy a tax of 1 per cent; $10,000 to 
$25,000,.2 per cent; $25,000 to $50,000, 5 per 
cent; $50,000 to $100,000, 10 per cent; $100,- 
000 to $200,000, 15 per cent, and all over $200,- 
000, 20 per cent. 

Assessors can subpena any one failing to 
make a réturn. False returns will be con- 
sidered perjury. Failure willfully to make 
a return will place the person Hable to pay 
ten times the amount of the tax. The per- 
sonal property tax is abolished.

In answering this charge, Senator Hopkins 
has called attention to an extraordinary con- 
dition of affairs which is not generally under- 


prohibits the establishment of a statechurch 
or the creation of any established form of 
religion. Such a prohibition of course was 
necessary at that time, because Great Britain, 
from which the colonies seceded. had an es- 
tablished church. The people of New Eng- 
land were not in sympathy with it, elthough 
Protestants, any more than Catholics in 
Maryland, or Quakers in Pennsylvania, 
Therefore, the first of theamendments to the 
constitution proposed to legislators by the 
first congress provided that ‘‘ congress shall 
make no laws respecting an establishment of 
religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof. 


Question of Religion Involved. 

Curiously enough, however, ae Senator 
Hopkins showed, states were not prohibited 
from creating an established church for 
themselves. The people of Michigan or Iilli- 
nois, as he says, could, by a majority vote, 
tax themselves for the support of a Presby- 
terlan or a Catholic established religion, 
so far as the constitutiom of the United 
States is concerned. Many of the states have 
debarred their legislatures from exercising 
this right, but they aid that voluntarily 
and not umder compulsion from the federal 
constitution. 

The creation of an established church was 
one of the rights reserved to the states, and 
the fact that no one of them hae ever ex- 
ercised this right is merely, as Senator Hop- 
kins says, a tribute to «he independent 
thought of the people of the states. 

As a foundation of the legal point to be 
insisted upon by many of the great lawyers 
of the senate, there is cited by Senator Hop- 
kins the Mormon manifesto by Wilford 
Woodruff, disavowing polygamy and con- 
tracting any marriage forbidden by lew. 
This manifesto, which was issued in 1890, 
was adopted by the general Mormon 
conference, thereby becoming part of the 
fundamental law of the thurch. 

The argument is, therefore made that since 
this official repudiation of polygamy in 1890 
there is no evidence that the apostles as a 
religious body constitute a criminal organ- 
ization, since the hierarchy as such since 1890 
does not preach or encourage polygamy. 
Therefore, lawyers hold, membership in that 
hierarchy cannot be conetrued as criminal, 


View of Smoot’s Defenders. 


It is declared by Senator Hopkins and 
other republican members of the committee 
that Mormon witnesses before the commit- 
tee had a right to refuse to give the text 
of their endowment oath, just ag a mason 
would have the right to refuse to divulge 
the secrets of his organization. On the other 
hand, it is pointed out that all of the Mor- 
mon witnesses testified and Senator Smoot 
himself has positively sworn that the oath 
faken in the endowment house ‘in no way 
conflicts with the oath taken before the 
United States senate. Thislatter oath, more- 
over, if there were any conflict; would super- 
sede the earlier one. 

Finally, it is shown from the evidence, ac- 
cording fo the republican view, that Reed 
Smoot was elected by the republicans in a 
legislature including both Mormonsand non- 
Mormons, and that he was opposed by the 
democrats in the legislature, also including 
Mormons and non-Mormons. 

In summing up the legal point of view in 
regard to Reed Smoot as taken by Senators 
Foraker, Knox, Beveridge, Dillingham, end 
himself, Senator Hopkins will say: 

“That officers high in the Mormon church 
violate the laws of God and man Isa matter 
of the deepest concern to every fair mind- 
ed man in the country, but it furnishes a 
poor excuse for the senators to violate their 
oaths and inflict punishment upon an Inno- 
cent man, simply because he believes in a 
religion that is advocated by some guilty 
men,’’ 


CHICAGOAN ON CAR FIGHT. 


Chairman Scales Reports as to Refrig- 
erator Lines That Supervision 
Kills Ownership. 


Seales of Chicago, chairman of the refrig- 
erator car committee of the National League 
cof Commission Merchants, who reported to 
the annual convention in session here, said 
he conducted the work so silently that the 
private car monopoly and opponents of gov- 
ernment supervision thought he had aban- 
doned the fight. He concluded: 

“Tt was necessary for the public interest 
that every individual be treated with exact 
equality and that where rates were excessive 
and the carriers would not voluntarily reduce 
them, power to reduce them should be vested 
in the government.

** Fortunately for the people and for the 
vast property interests involved, government 
supervision has made government ownership 
an issue never to be revived if railway man- 
agers but see the wisdom of throwing no bar- 
riers to hamper the law in its just and proper 
administration.’

Directors Ask for Power to 
Increase Capital Stock 
to Half a Billion. 


BIG BOND ISSUE, TOO. 


Immense Sums Necessary Be- 
cause of Rapid Growth 
of Traffic. 


New York, Jan. 10.—{Special. }—The direct- 
ors of the Pennsylvania railway company 
have recommended that the capitalization 
be increased by $100,000,000, making the com- 
pany a half billion dollar corporation. They 
also have recommended a bond issue of $100,- 
000,000, which will make the bonded indebt- 
edness of the company more tham $292,000,000. 
This is exclusive of the $50,000,000 notes sold 
last year and the French loan of $50,000,000, 
which secured for the Pennsylvania com- 
pany the operating lines west of Pittsburg. 

The stockholders will vote on the recom- 
mendations at the annual meeting to be held 
in Philadelphia on March 12. Three weeks 
before that time they will receive the annual 
report, which ft is stated officially today will 
show that the enormous increase of business 
makes further large additions to the capital 
account imperative. 

Tt is also Officially: stated that the company 
does not intend to make an extensive use in 
the near future of the authority to be con- 
ferred by the stockholders. No large amount 
of the bonds and stocks fo be authorized, ft 
ie said, will be issued in the near future. It 
is certain a considerable part of the new 
bonds and stock will be in the treasury at the 
expiration of a year. The directors wished, 
however, to have it within their power to 
issue either the stocks or bonds or convertible 
bonds, so they, might take advantage of what- 
ever method of raising money turned oat to 
be the most advantegeous.

How Figures Have Climbed. 


In the last six years, the period of the most 
rapid extension and improvement of the 
Pennsylvania system, the capital stock of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company alone has 
been increased from $151,700,000 to $400,000, - 
000. The proceeds. were applicable solely to 
the lines east of Pittsburg and Erie, which 
alone the Pennsylvania railroad company op- 
erates. The first increase of $100,000,000 was 
made in 1901. The increase from $251,700,000. 
to $400,000,000 was made two years later. In 
1902 there was issued $50,000,000 of con- 
vertible bonds, and in 1905 $100,000,000 of con- 
vertible bonds. Of the total authorized is- 
sue of stock there is outstanding nearly $303,- 
000,000. Of the stock remaining in the treas- 
ury nearly all is needed for the retirement of 
the convertible bonds still outstanding. 

The policy of the Pennsylvania, it was said 
today, does not change in a day, and, there- 
fore, it Is not to be agsumed that the change 
of nagement consequent uponethe death 
of President Cassatt and theelevation of Vice 
President McCrea has any particular bear- 
ing on the new financial plan. In announcing 
the completion of the French loan last June 
President Cassatt, speaking. of the improve- 
ments on the New York City terminals and 
elsewhere, said that something like $90,000,- 
000 undoubtedly would be needed to com- 
plete the work then under way. But at that 
time a Penngylvania official said today Mr. 
Cassatt could not foresee the tremendous in- 
crease of business during the remainder of 
the year. 


50.000 New Cars Not Enough. 


At the time he mentioned the purchase 
of 33,000 new steel cars, a purchase made 
absolutely necessary by the increase of 
business up to that time. There have been 
ordered since then 17,000 new steel cars. 
The expense involved by this additional 
order was between $18,000,000 and $19,000,- 
000, but it had been forced by the emergency 
developments of the last eight or nine 
months. The end of such expenditures ne- 
cessitated by the Increased business, it is 
added, is not yet fn sight. 

In the last month four other railroads 
have announced new financial plans. The 
Great Northern has decided upon a stock 
issue of $60,000,000, the ‘Northern Pacific 
a stock issue of $93,000,000, the St. Paul a 
stock issue of $100,000,000, and the Atchison 
an issue of $25,000,000 in either stock or con- 
vertible bonds with $75,000,000 more to be 
authorized at the stockholders’ meeting 
next month. 

Including the $200,000,000 recommended 
by the Pennsylvania directors, the new stock 
and bond issues authorized or put out dur- 
ing the month foot up to $553,000,000.

W. Thureton, chief probation officer of the 
Juvenile court, both of whom are champions 
of the movement and who were present and 
made speeches.

The roads are made subject to gov- 
ernment control that there may be an as- 
surance that they will serve the public 
properly. 

For a long time the pcople relied on 
competition to lower rates and provide 
good scrvice. Railroad men say there is 
as much competition as ever. The people 
know better, and it is to governmental 
eontro] and regulation they turn now for 
relief. But if the Harriman combine is 
an illegal one it should be dissolved, even 
though competition may not follow in the 
wake of dissolution. 


TYPHOID A NEEDLESS sCOURGE. 

From Scranton, Pa., come further and 
more alarming details of the typhoid 
fever scourge, which has equaled, and 
perhaps exceeded, in violence the epi- 
demic which prevailed in Ithaca a few 
years ago. In a city of 100,000 inhab- 
itants no less than 3,000 cases are be- 
lieved to exist, the schools have been 
practically closed, business is prostrated, 
the police are, patrolling the streets en- 
forcing the sanitary laws, and a condi- 
tion akin to martial law has been estab- 
lished. Hospitals are taxed to their ut- 
most capacity, physicians and nurses are 
worn out by constant attendance, and 
the people are panic stricken. Even the 
assertion by the state health commission- 
er that the disease is apparently under 
control has failed to allay — appre- 
hension. 

The appearance of the scourge is due, 
of course, to the’ polluted nature of. the 
water supply, to the indifference of the 
authorities in taking immediate steps for 
the protection of the people, and to the 
carelessness of the people themselves in 
guarding against the well known causes 
of typhoid. The lack of precipitation 
last year im many parts of the country 
accounts to a marked degree for the in- 
creased peril of fever, but it does not.ac- 
count for the neglect those charged 
with public protection &, enforce steadily 
and stringently the laws and regulations 
for the prevention of an outbreak of the 
disease. The Scranton water works be- 
longed to a private company, but it was 
the duty of the city authorities to keep 
informed as to the kind of water it was 
supplying, to make it improve the quality 
if it was bad, and to notify the public 
that it should take precautions. 

The experiences of past years should 
have taught every health officia]’ and 
every intelligent citizen that in proper fil- 
tration and in the stronger precaution, 
“boil the water,” when there is reason to 
suspect disease germs, lies the doom of 
-yphoid. For one reason or another, usu- 
ally gross carelessness, the water supply 
of a city may be polluted, but even this 
pollution: may not have serious conse- 
quences if the authorities act at once and 
take the stern measures they adopt when 
disease becomes epidemic. Ir this age of 
intelligence there is no reasonable excuse 
for the condition of affairs. that exists in 
Scranton .and that has existed in Ithaca 
and many other towns throughout the 
country. Chicago learned its lesson in a 
‘pure water supply and iu measures of 
cleanliness, and there is hardly a possi- 
bility that this city can ever again suf- 
fer from anything more than sporadic 
eases of typhoid. That. other cities are 
learning that lesson at this late day 
speaks for gross heedlessness on the part 
of the authorities and an absolute neglect 
of the ordinary principles of established 
health preservation.

It was them that I received a request to 
circulate in this country a denial of the story 
and that I was asked to state that while the 
Hon. Charles wanted the arctic flea in qu 
tion and had asked the captains of whalere 
to get it for him, he was not prepared to 
pay $5,000 or anything like that sum for a 
single flea, having only agreed to give his 
‘“‘usual price for such things—namely: six- 
pence apiece.”’ This value, set by a mem- 
ber of the great financial dynasty of Roth- 
echild on the pulex irritans, was success- 
fully invoked in court the other day in de- 
fense of an action brought by a vaudeville 
artist, who demanded altogether phenom- 
enal damages for the loss of a couple of his 
trained and performing fleas.

Springfield, Til., Jon se siipecial the 
annual report of Attorney General Stead 
made public today reveals the immense 
amount of work which the increasing im- 
portance of the state-of Illinois has put upon 
the office, In the twenty-two months cov- 
ered by the report the attorney general's 
office has prepared, 3,237. pages of official 
opinions. It has disposed of or has pending 
12 cases in the United States Supreme court, 9 
in the United States Circuit court, an even 
100 in the Hlinois Supreme court, 9 the 
Appellate courte of Illinois, 44 in the Cirouit 
courts of Illinois, 2 in the County courts, 48 
in the Court of Claims, In the same time 
18 habeas corpus suits have been defended. 

Even these figures do not cover the im- 
mense amount of legal business transacted hy 
the attorney general’s office. The supervision 
of articles of incorporation of building and 
loan associations alone has involved an im- 
mense amount of labor. The collection of the 
inheritance tax alone has involved looking 
after the settlement of 452 estates, all but 21 
of which were in Cook county. The tax col- 
lected on these estates between Dec, 1, 1904, 
and Oct. 1, ‘eee was $1,147,270. bea

Historic Kaskaskia oui 


In reviewing the work of his office for 
the biennial period Attorney General Stead 
merely touches on the things accomplished 
|or sought to be accomplished. Among the 
’ more important subjects handled he includes 
the. Kaskaskia. commons case. The litiga- 
tion over these historic lands involves a deli- 
cate legal point. The lande were given to 
the settlers of Kaskaskia in 1722 by the 
French government. The grant was con- 
firmed successively by the British _govern- 
ment, after Llinois passed from ch to 
English control, in 1765; again bythe state 
of Virginia in 1778, when Illinois was con- 
sidered to belong ta the Uld Dominion; by the 
continental congress in 1784, and finally by 
the Hlinois constitutions of 1815 and 184s. 

The lands are leased to bona fide settlers. 
On Jan, 14, 1905, the villagers of Kaskaskia 
appeared and bid as.high as $29 per acre 
for the lease of parts of the land, thus shut- 
ting out the bona fide bidders, many of whom 
were old lessees who had valuable improve- 
ments on their leases.

Clash Over Leasing. 


As the inhabitants failed to comply with 
their bids the trustees proceeded to have a 
new drawing. They confined the drawing 
to the inhabitants of the village of Kaskas- 
kia and fixed the rental value of the lands 
at from 40 cents to $1.50 per acre. 

The result of this quarrel over the leasing 
of the lands was an appeal to the governor, 
and the attorney general began suit to com- 
pel the trustees of the Kaskaskia lands to 
make an accounting and to fix the status of 
the lands. The court held in overruling the 
trustees’ demurrer that lands should be prop- 
erly leased for the benefit of the children of 
school age of the lessees of the commons 
and of the inhabitants of the village. The 
defendants took leave to answer and the case 
is still pending.

Put Out of Business, 

The report details the legal process by 
which the attorney general dissolved the 
Continental Finance company on. the ground 
that it carried on an illegal banking, money 
loaning, and investment business. 

The Joliet track elevation case is reviewed, 
showing that the court held that thecity has 
the right in the interest of public safety to 
compel rallroad companies to elevate their 
tracks within the city limits.

The first thing to do when the aching, chilll- 
ness, and fever indicate an attack of in- 
fluenza is to go to bed in a quiet, well venti- 
lated room and to have no visitors except the 
attendant or nurse. Stop all food for from 
twenty-four to’ forty-eight hours and secure 
a free action of the bowels either by enema 
or by some mild laxative as prescribed by the 
family physician, who should always be 
called. A warm bath with cold to head, or 
if that is not practicable, a hot foot or leg 
bath with an ice bag to head and back of neck 
will often give much relief, especially where 
there is much congestion of the brain, high 
fever, and delirium. Where the patient is 
too ill to sit up, the legs and feet may be 
wrapped in a blanket wrung out of hot water 
and at the same time the head and face be 
sponged with either hot or cold water, which- 
ever seems to afford the most relief. 

La grippe patients do not bear heroic cold 
treatment well; therefore, even when the 
fever is high, tepid or even warm sponging 
or a tepid full bath will do more good than 
using the cold water treatment so often use- 
ful in typhoid and other diseases character- 
ized by high temperature. The fever in in- 
fluenza is often high and may reach 106 de- 
grees or more, although in ordinary attacks 
the average is 103 degrees or 108% degrees. ‘ It 
usually lasts from four to six days, when it 
may subside entirely, usually leaving the 
patient weak and depressed. 
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During this time the diet as in other fevers 
should be fluid, well cooked gruels, milk if the 
patient relishes it, and can digest it well, and 
fruit juices. There is much that can be done 
to lessen the severity of an attack of this dis- 
order by proper care during the fever stage. 
This means to provide the patient with fresh 
airin abundance. The value of this all potent 
remedial agent for the treatment of many 
diseases, notable among which are tubercu- 
losis and pneumonia, is so much appreciated 
by the medical profession at present that in 
the hospitals of New York and other large 
cities they are treating such patients by 
taking them to the housetop and keeping 
them in the open air night and day. As many 
of these cases are pneumonia attacks follow- 
ing la grippe, it is rational to suppose that 
the open air treatment which would cure a 
case of pneumonia when the patient seemed 
past all hope would have prevented this dis- 
order had it been used before the onset of the 
disease. It may require some exercise of 
faith in the medicinal virtues of fresh cool 
air to open all the doors and windows of the 
fever patient’s room on a cold winter day, 
or even move him out toa cot on the veranda: 
uevertheless it is the pure air, which he can- 
not get in his own room, that he needs. The 
utmesphere of the inside air is being con- 
stantly contaminated by the exhalations 
from his body, as well as that of the nurse, 
and all the sources-of house air defilement, 
potent among which are hot air furnaces, 
and oil, coal, and gas stoves; and lamps,

This out of door treatment should not be 
rashly administered, but given intelligentty. 
The patient should be put into a proper bed, 
preferably one with a railing a few inches 
deep to keep the bedding from being dis- 
placed, and also to shut off currents of cold 
air from flowing in under the covering and 
chilling the patient. A well heated excelsior 
mattress will retain warmth a long time ifa 
woolen blanket is laid under it next to the 
springs, and @ well warmed cotton mattress 
over it. The sheets, preferably lightweight 
cotton blankets, and all the upper bedding 
should be warm and dry, and a hot bag laid at 
the feet. The patient can be tucked into hig 
warm nest in a warm room and carried out- 
side for fresh air treatment for a number of 
hours, two or three times a day, and often it 
is well for him to sleep out of doors at night.

Speculators in theater tickets have found 
@ way to continue their business and keep 


Capt. Gibbons of the Central detail... The 
dealers have stopped offering tickets for sale 
on the streets, but slip into the hands of pass- 
ereby cards directing them to cigar stores, 
saloons, and hotels where tickets can be 
bought. In this manner the men cannot be 
arrested under the present ordinance, which 
only forbids the sale of «tickets in public 
streets: . - 

‘* We arrest any man we see offering tickets 
for sale in front of a theater,” said Capt. 
Gibbons, “ but when we do arrest one he is 
usually discharged in court: 

“ John Kulp, a speculator who haunts the 
sidewalk in front of McVicker’s theater, was 
geen selling tickets and arrested on Dec. 31. 
He secured a lawyer and was tried before 
Judge Crowe, who discharged him after lis- 
tening to the evidence.”’ 

R. A. Brock, a salesman, told police of the 
Central station that he had been refused 
tickets for two choice seats at the Olympic 
theater and had immediately been ap- 
proached by a speculator who offered him 
the seats he wanted for an extra half dollar 
apiece. ;
